The commission’s action follows an executive order by 
the President, restoring to the commission this license 
uuthority, as provided in the Trading With the Enemy 
act. Communication as to patents and trade marks in 
enemy countries and the transfer of money for fees, taxes 
and the like, were suspended April 11, 1918, because of

_How world-wide is the trade in American-made per 
lumeries, cosmetics, and toilet preparations is shown by 
their distribution among 77 countries in June and 66 coun 
tres in July. During these two months the Philippines 
were the United States’ best customer, taking products 
Denmark $61,527, British South Africa $58,006, Mexico 
$36,983, Hongkong $34,257, Dutch East Indies $26,325, and 
South America an aggregate of $186,153 (of which $80, 
“0 went to Argentina). While French, English, and 
German goods have had a large proportion of the Latin 
American trade in the past, particularly French perfumes, 
English fine soaps, and German articles which supplied 


the cheaper trade, there is now a growing demand for 
North American products such as talcum and face pow- 
ders, creams, manicure preparations and perfumes, if put 
up in attractive packages.

MEDIUM TO REMOVE THEATRICAL MAKE-UP. 


L. Leichner, perfume manufacturer, Berlin—The use 
of vaseline for the removal of theatrical make-up and 
grease-paint is expensive and indelicate. The medium 
presented now for this purpose consists of lamelliform 
sheets which are impregnated with a composition of oil. 
The sheets are drawn over the painted parts and take off 
the paint without any considerable smearing process. For 
the composition of oil 875 weight-parts of liquid paraffin 
(D. A. B. II.) are used with 90 weight-parts of liquid 
paraffin (D. A. B. V.), 30 weight-parts of spermaceti and 
5 weight-parts of oil from flowers. The first three in- 
gredients are melted in the water-bath on a moderate fire. 
After cooling to about 30° C. the flower-oil is added. 
Tissue paper or thin pieces of flannel are impregnated 
with the mixture and the sheets packed in tin boxes, after 
the excess of fluid has been removed by pressure. (Ger- 
man Patent 299,997.)—Chem.

However the distillers of liquors have never hesitated to 
let fortunes lay idle for the mere purpose of improving 
their goods, why should we give up hope that the per 
fumer will become willing to do the same and thus do all 
that is in his power to satisfy the buying public’s demand 
tor domestic ware that can stand the comparison with the 
Imported article.

William B. Colver, of the Federal Trade Commission, 
in a letter to Charles Wesley Dunn, counsel for the Ameri- 


can Specialty Manufacturers’ Association, explains that the 


Board’s ruling against “commercial bribery’— that is, the 
giving of bonuses to salesmen to push a given competitive 
product—do not extend to the gift of simple advertising 
novelties, nor to entertainment,” when such entertain- 
ment is not kept secret from the salesman’s employer, 
and is of a character not amounting to “undue influence.” 
As given out by Mr. Dunn, the letter reads in part: 

“Commercial bribery, as the term is used, involves the 
transaction whereby a seller of goods gives something 
of value to the employe of his customer, or the employes 
of his prospective customer, or the employes of his competi- 
tor’s customer or prospective customer without the knowl- 
edge of the employer and for the purpose or with the 
effect, or both, of causing the employe to seek to influence 
the buying judgment of his employer.” 

The three tests seem to be: “First—That the giving be 
done without the knowledge of the employer. 

“Second—That the thing given or promised be of so 
great value that, prima facie, the transaction is for the 
purpose of influencing the judgment or obtaining the secret 
support of the employe; and 

“Third 


comes in the element of ‘entertaining’ 


when the thing is of lesser value—and here 
whether or not 
the manner of its giving, or of the promise to give, is 
such as either to be intended to, or in fact result in an 
undue influence upon the judgment or conduct of the 
employe of the purchaser or prospective purchaser. It 
‘entertainment’ is of such a character as to be the ‘inten 
sive cultivation of friendship,’ unknown to the employer, 
then the practice is not good. 

“The whole end and aim of the Commission is to elim- 
inate that element of unfair competition which must 
exist when the purchasing agent or other employe of a 
purchaser of goods brings influence to bear upon his prin- 


cipal in favor of a given seller of such goods by reason 
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of secret benetices received by him directly or indirectly 


from the seller. The buyer cf goods has a right to know 


whether the judgment of his employ.s is clouded by 
gifts, gratuities, commissions or entertainments 

“From a reading of the foregoing, which attempts to set 
out my understanding of the Commission’s theory, you will 
see that nothing therein could possibly be made to run 
against the use of advertising specialties, which in their 
very nature are not secret but public.”

In any 
case, the Trevor and Poisson processes give 2 per cent 
more oil than the Haacke apparatus. 

To prevent the action of ferments which would give 
an acid product, the various stages of the extraction pro- 
cess must be carried out as quickly as possible, and the 
pulp and oil kept at a high temperature throughout. By

the Maka Works, before the war, 
obtained oil (Poisson process) containing not more than 
1-1% per cent. of free fatty acids. Such oils cannot be 
come rancid, and can be used, on reaching Europe, for 
making edible fats. The Trevor process is capable of 
furnishing oils of similar quality, but the necessity for 
using large quantities of water, and the consequent large 
outlay on fuel, renders the Haacke process less suitable, 
and the degree of acidity in the oil produced at the Im- 
périe Works is not less than 5-6 per cent. From expert- 
ments conducted by Mr. Trevor, by sterilizing the freshly 
cut bunches of fruit in a hot stove, it should be practi- 
cable to obtain oil with not more than 1 per cent. of 
acidity. 

In point of prime cost, the expense of installing the 
Haacke and Poisson systems is about the same—$8,000 
for plant capable of treating 10-15 tons of fruit a day 
The Trevor plant, which can handle 25 tons of fruit in 
the twenty-four hours, costs $25,000, and the apparatus 
requires greater attention, the saws having to be sharp- 
ened once a month, while the wire brushes need replacing 
in three to four years. With both the Trevor and the 
Poisson systems, however, a better quality oil is said to be 
obtained than from the Haacke process 


EXPERIMENTS IN HYDROLYSIS OF FATS. 


Fats; Hydrolysis of —— by means of sulphoaromatic 
fatty acids. L. Ubberohde and W. Roederer. Seifenfabr., 
1918, 38, 425—429, 449—453, 475—476. Chem. Zentr., 1919, 
90, IT., 365. Comparative experiments in which fats were 
hydrolyzed under the same conditions with five different 
agents (viz., the naphthalene-sulpho compounds of oleic 
acid, of castor oil and its fatty acids, and of hydrogenated 
castor oil and its fatty acids) showed that there was no 
difference in the speed or degree of hydrolysis effected by 
any of them. On the other hand, the color of the fatty 
acids and of the glycerin water is much lighter when 
hydrogenated castor oil compounds are used than with 
the other reagents The view formerly expressed that 
the velocity of the reaction varies with the hydrolytic agent 
employed must be attributed to the preparations having 
contained different proportions of free sulphuric acid. 
The use of a larger amount of the hydrolytic agent causes 
the emulsion to be more persistent, and this results in 
greater hydrolysis 


Fats, Wax, Rosin, Etc., From Vegetable Materials 

Pat. 309,555, C. O. Schwalbe.) —Comminution 
increases the yield of fats, waxes, rosin, etc, ex- 
tractable from vegetable materials by solvents, but is 
troublesome and expensive. The same result can be ob- 
tained by a preliminary treatment with acids, acid salts, 
or salts which liberate acids, such treatment not only 
rendering the material friable, but also extensively cor- 
roding the cell membranes and releasing the fat, etc., 
intimately associated therewith. As, an example, chloro- 
form extracts about 1.5 per cent. of wax-like constituents 
from straw, but previous treatment of the chopped straw 
with acid increases the yield to 3 per cent. Before the 
extraction the material is neutralised with levigated chalk.

Formula for a Lubricant Soap. 


A soapy lubricant for machining metals can be prepared, 


ash in 10 parts of hot water, in an iron or enameled pan, 
the solution being poured slowly into 48 parts of oil, 


warmed to about 140 deg. F., and stirred until combina- 


tion has taken place. The mixture is placed in a warm 


spot, and the pan is well covered up so as to retain the 
heat until complete saponification is attained. At the end 
of three or four days the soap will be ready for use, but 
is preferably again well stirred and left, covered up, for 
some days longer. For general purposes, cottonseed oil 
will do well enough but seal oil is preferable for wire- 
drawing. The caustic potash should be pure and free from 
any adulteration. To prepare the soap for use, 3 parts are 
dissolved in 10 of hot water, the solution being thinned 
down with 30 parts of water and emulsified with about 
15 parts of oil, the mixture being well stirred so that the 
oil will not separate out on being left over night. The 
same soap (without the added water and oil) can also be 
used for laundry purposes, especially for washing flannels, 
and it does not injure the skin.

We have your letter together with bill for another 
year’s subscription, and are glad to advise that we consider 
this has been a very successful publication, and feel thet 
you should be commended for what you have done. 
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rhe necessity for effecting readily a large number of 
determinations of melting points, especially of fatty sul 
stances, waxes and fatty acids, extracts of soap, has im 
spired the writer to devise a very simple and rapid process 
of great usefulness in the laboratory. Before describing 
the apparatus in question, it appears of interest to briefly 
review the different methods of determining the melting 
point and to consider their merits; particular interest at 
tached to an important process, which by reason of its 
accuracy will in all probability be extensively employed 
in the future, but which is at present but little known in 
England, and is but rarely described in books. This 
method of Wiley’s has been recommended in the report 
recently presented by the committee to the American Asso- 
ciation of Official Agricultural Chemists, who have adopted 
this process as standard. The method consists chiefly in 
noting the melting point of a disc of the substance to be 
examined, when it is heated in a mixture of alcohol and 
water, in suitable proportions to produce a density equal 
to that of the disc. The reading of the thermometer is 
taken when the fatty substance becomes limpid and as 
sumes a globular form. 

The mixture of alcohol and water is made with 95 per 
cent alcohol and distilled water. Both these fluids are pre- 
viously boiled for ten minutes to expel the gases they hold 
in solution. The alcohol and the water are mixed while 
the fluids are still warm, by pouring the first into the sec- 
ond, contained in a test tube. This operation is per 
formed very gently to prevent the formation of air bubbles 
in too great numbers. The fat (or other substance) is 
obtained in the form of a disc on pouring it, after filtration, 
on to ice or mercury by means of a tube kept at a dis- 
tance of 15 to 20 centimeters, the discs thus formed are of 
a diameter of 1 to 1.5 centimeters and weigh about 0.2 
gramme. They are laid aside for several hours before 
ascertaining the melting point so as to proceed according 
to the method employed. A tube 35 centimeters by 3.5 
centimeters, containing the mixture of alcohol and water, 
is placed in a vessel 35 by 10 centimeters of ice and water 
and allowed to cool 

The disc of fat is introduced and remains stationary 
in the diluted alcohol at a point at which its density is 
the same as that liquid. A suitable thermometer is intro- 
duced into the vessel, its bulb being immediately above 
the suspended disc, and the mixture of alcohol and water 
is gently stirred so as to obtain a uniform temperature 
Stirring constantly it is heated to about 6 degrees below 
the supposed melting point; the disc then begins to change 
its form and its physical appearance, becoming an irregu- 
\t this moment the thermometer is lowered so

[he most simple means of substituting stirring for circu- 
lation consists in replacing the vessel containing the liquid 
to be heated, by a small balloon, with round bottom and 
narrow neck. 

\ very useful modification of the “capillary” method 
for fats and similar substances is that of Monhaupt (Chem 
Zeit., 1916, 40, 676) in which a needle is placed in the 
tube, the point resting on the substance to be examined. 
[he thermometer reading is taken at the moment when 
the needle penetrates into the substance 

\mong the methods in which the capillary tube is not 
employed, those originated by Bohl and Redwood must 
be mentioned. In the first, very much used on the Con- 


tinent for oils and fats, the source of heat is a heated

plate of steel, above which the thermometer is suspended, 
the bulb having been previously immersed in the sub- 
stance to be examined and subsequently allowed to stand 
for several hours. The Redwood method consists in heat- 
ing a vessel containing mercury, on the surface of which 
is placed a small quantity of the fat substance, the bulb 
of the thermometer being in close proximity. 

In a recent method (Knapp: J. Soc. Chem. Ind., 1915, 
34, 1121) these shavings of fat, or wax, are projected on 
the half of the surface of the bulb of a thermometer,

in the heating bath. The melting point is indicated by 
the disappearance of the sharp edges of the substance and 
the transparency that ensues 


The acoustic method of Loewe, among many others of 
a similar character has been designed to indicate, very 
distinctly the point of a period of melting. It is based 
on the closing of an electric circuit, causing the operation 
of a bell-work. These acoustic methods are very useful 
for routine work on similar classes of substances, the re- 
sults obtained are very distinct and accurate. 

The selection of a thermometer suitable for determining 
melting points calls for great care. As a general thing 
those having the graduations marked on the stem are 
preferable to those having them indicated on paper or 
milky glass. It is necessary to take into consideration,

The soap should not be too thick 
or the result will cause a streaky product with numerous 
airholes. The streaky appearance is, no doubt, due to the 
fact that the thick, rubbery soap as it falls into the frame 
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in layers cannot “join” owing to its weavy consistency 
and upon cutting one can see just where these layers start 


and end. On the other hand, the inexperienced soap- 


maker may add too much caustic soda lye and caus« the 
soap to flatten and get thin. If framed in this condition the 
soap will be spongy in the frames, shrink abnormally when 
cut into bars and will be totally unsuitable for the trade. 
The soap in the crutcher should therefore be neither too 
thick nor too thin; it should have the consistency of a 
rosin soap ready to be framed. If held at proper tem- 
perature it should have an almost transparent appearance 
\ soap thus filled and crutched can be framed at a tem- 
perature of 170-175 degrees Fahrenheit without the slight- 
est danger of any silicate settling out in the frame.

Preparation of Earths for Bleaching Fats and Oils. 

(Ger. Pat. 305,452. J. Kohlendorfer).—Finely powdered 
siliceous rock, or earths rich in silica, are treated with 
dilute sulphuric acid and neutralised with ammonia. For 
example, stone consisting of 3.25 per cent. of sodium fel- 
spar, 1.71 per cent. of potash felspar, 83.89 per cent. of 
quartz and 11.75 per cent. of clay substance, is finely 
powdered and stirred for about an hour with 10 per cent 
sulphuric acid, the mixture being kept at a temperature 
of 80-100 deg. C., and afterwards neutralised with am- 
monia, without separating the dissolved portions. The 
solid residue is allowed to settle down, or is filtered or 
centrifuged, the liquid being treated for the recovery of 
ammonium sulphate, whilst the solid portion, after being 
dried at not more than 80-100 deg. C., is ready for use in 
bleaching fats, etc. A product for the same purpose can 
also be prepared from earths poor in, or free from, 
magnesia. 


British Oils and Fats Exportation Rules. 
WASHINGTON, November 28, 1919.—The American Con- 
sul at London has cabled under date of November 5 that 
the British Board of Trade has granted an open general 


license for the exportation of oils and fats, including 
blends of two or more edible oils or fats, except cocoanut 
oil, peanut oil, and palm-kernel oil, according to the Agri- 
cultural Department’s Reports on Foreign Markets. Fruits 
and fruit preserves are also released. 


Foreign Trade in Soaps. 


Imports of dutiable castile soap in the period of eight 
months ending August, 1919, amounted to 893,894 pounds, 
very nearly double the quantity in the same period in 
1918.

War Time Fat Control Restored. 


All the authority vested in the Food Administration 
during the war has been transferred to the Attorney Gen- 
eral by President Wilson. The Attorney General has 
placed the work with regard to food in charge of Mr. 
Figg, one of his assistants. From him it is learned that 


the department has power to restore the licensing system 
for manufacturers, dealers, etc., of edible fats, oils, and 
other food products, but that it is not contemplated to 
do so at this time.

features of more than casual interest have been lack- 
ing in the market for most of those oils which are com- 
prised in the raw materials of the soap maker. Seasonal 
influences have had much to do with this lack, but the 
same old uncertainties caused by the unsettled industrial 
and financial situation largely the result of the failure of 
Congress to settle the Peace [reaty imbroglio, furnish the 
more potent reason for the hesitation that marks the atti- 
tude of buyers. The unsatisfactory condition of the soap 
trade as a whole from the standpoint of profits also tends 
to discourage extension of buying operations beyond the 
limits of known requirements. 

With all of these influences counteracting those that 
might otherwise operate to at least afford a firm basis 
for market values, such as the undoubted famine of oils 
and fats existing in Central Europe, the tone of the 
market has been greatly depressed and prices have in 
many cases receded from the levels of a week or two 
ago. Latterly, however, soya bean oil which has been 
one of the weakest on the list has recovered somewhat, the 
improvement being attributed to efforts of a short in- 
terest to cover before the time for December deliveries 
expires. 

Olive oil maintains its position of firmness as a result 
of conditions too well known to need further comment 
\nother product that has not shown price depreciation is 
corn oil, due more to the curtailment of production than 
to demand, though the latter, so far at least as the do- 
mestic trade is concerned has been good. The high price 
of butter is responsible for the heavy increase in the con- 
sumption of edible coconut oil and the consequent firm- 
ness of the market for that commodity. 


Industrial Chemicals. 

The feature of greatest interest in the market for in- 
dustrial chemicals has been the scramble for caustic soda 
caused by the inability of manufacturers to come to time 
with contract deliveries. Their failure in this respect is 
attributed to their inability to procure needed supplies of 
coal to keep their works up to capacity, but it created 
something like a panic among those buyers who themselves 
have contract obligations to fulfill, Among these were 
houses with Japanese connections who have been forced 
to pay extreme prices in order to meet the urgent demands 
of their principals. Bids of a full cent a pound over 
recent quotations have failed to bring forward more than 
a small part of what was needed. The market has since 
quieted down as the conditions with reference to pro- 
duction have eased somewhat, but the situation as to sup- 
plies is still acute and prices show no present tendency 
to react. The supply of soda ash has been affected by the 
same influence but with demand comparatively light prices 
have not responded to an appreciable extent. 

Outside of the flurry in caustic soda the situation of the 
various chemical products in which the soap trade is 
directly interested presents little or nothing that has not 
already been covered in previous reviews. The feeling as 
to the future, if not quite so optimistic as earlier this 
month, when there seemed to be a fair prospect of an early 
ratification of the Peace Treaty by the Senate, is far from 
being hopeless, since other retarding influences are rapidly 
losing their potency, among those that have been most 
prominent being the improvement in the labor situation 
notably in the coal fields. The betterment of the foreign 
exchange situation, due to the passage of the Edge bill, 
providing for the extension of long period credits to 
eager European buyers, is another factor of weight in 
creating a wholesome sentiment, and with the Peace 
Treaty once out of the way it is believed that the chief 
obstacles to commercial and industrial progress will have 
been removed.
